of R. W. Kidder, Belle Glado. The 
station completed the first of threo 
feeding periods last week and ro- 
ported that excellent ‘gains had. 
been made in the weight of prac- 
tically all members of the large 
herd of 50 steer, 
Braddock's livestock operations 
were -commenced three 
weeks ago and represent the first 
large-acale promotion of livestock 
operations in thin aren since 1923. 
The herd consista of- several high 
grade breeds of Brakman and 
white-face cattle. They were se- 
cured from ‘the nearby: areas of 
south-central Florida and are-now 
grazing on ‘Torry Island. 
Braddock has completed a 
thorough study of comparative 
livestock production conditions 
which prove the advantages of 
this area. „Such problems as mo- 
squito control, "foot rot,” ‘and 
breeding diseases have been solv- 
ed ‘by research conducted by the 
local Experiment Station, it’ was 
pointed out. Fattening advan- 
tages-and breeding production in 
this area are admittedly high. 
Mr. Braddock has reported un- 
usual. interest in’ his livestock en- 
terprise by local farmers. The 
new program i$ a "far 
step toward the goal of 
fled agriculture in this arca.
